try! 


This is the fault, not of nature, but 


of man. 


And not until our man-made faults 


are corrected, at least in part, shall 
we ever see prosperity again.

ers may soon be put on their honor to 
make clean, wholesome pictures—with- 
out anyone having authority to en- 
force such measures. 


If that happens, you'll see n real 


war waged against the film industry, 
because there are some producers who 
will not abide by an "honor code," 
and one youthful millionaire produc- 
er, Howard Hughes,, is going into court 
in an attempt to force the industry to 
let him play according -to his own 
rules. 


Enraged by the refusal 
of 
many 


theaters to show his pictures because 
they do not carry the purity seal of 
the Assocation of Motion Picture Pro- 
ducers and Distributers, 
Hughes 


said to have instructed his attorneys 
to file charges in the federal court 
against the association, according to 
Hollywood Reporter, film trade daily 
paper. The Hughes charges will claim 
violation of the anti-trust laws and 
restraint of trade laws. 


The pictures over which Hughes 


starte dthe fight were made before 
the Producers Association instituted 
the purity seal. Each showed a pro- 
fit. 
Now Hughes wants 
to reissue 


them.

Hughes' four films. If the courts up- 
hold Hughes, the Producers Associa- 
tion moral code, which has been high- 
ly successful under Breen during the 
last year, will be kicked right into the 
ashcan.

LITTLE ROCK— An old supersti- 


tion that it never rains at night in 
July has been disproved several times 
this month, but H. S. Cole federal me- 
teorologist. cautiously admitted that 
the belief is not without a foundation 
in fact. 


Several inquiries have been receiv- 


ed at thc Weather Bureau from people 
who did or didn't believe in the old 
saying. 


"Many July rains are thundershow- 


ers, caused by the rise of overheated 
air from the earth's surface." Mr. Cole 
explained. "Quite naturally there is 
mere hot air at noon or during thc 
afternoon than at night. Consequently 
it rains more often in the daytime 
than at night at this season."

added. There have been 10 daytime 
showers here this month, but a trace 
of. rain has been recorded on four 
nights, and two heavy rains have fal- 
len at night, totaled 1.09 inches.
